A long time ago (so it seems) a Phil- Mont decision was made to select some 
frequencies for club use and monitoring. Many of you know all about this. Bear 
with me please while I review: Ch 1-29. 493; Ch 2-29.626; Ch 3-11 meters, now 
deleted; Ch 4-50.7. 

It took time to develop activity on Channel 1, Activity grew and we saw fre- 
quent use of Channel 2. Activity was even found on Channel 3, but a change of 
regulations deleted that !1 meter frequency to leave it unassigned. Channel 4 
has seen limited use by Phil-Monters, more by others. 

As time marches on (at 17,500 mph) the activity of Channel 4 has seen no 
change, for Channel 3 a new frequency is not selected and Channel 2 is seldom 
remembered. Yes, I know some of you OB's do use it, but too many of us YF's 
go along merrily on Channel I. Merrily I say, whistling and testing, yacking and 
the poor mobile is lucky to get a chance to break. Sorry OM, yes he can break, 
3 pips and he is in, if he is not home before I stand-by. 

Let us step back so we can see the scene on the upper end of ten, The frequen- 
cy is quiet; many monitors on; squelches closed. Ready for a call--especially 
from that mobile. With such a quiet frequency-seems like a good time to test.. 
(your transmitter or the club's monitors ?) On goes the carrier-a couple of 
whistles, a few hellos, a period of silence; off goes the carrier (WHAT NO CALL?) 
or W3XXX/m this is K3XXX, after 10 minutes and 3 breakers later. 

W3XXX from K3XXX take it away. K3XXX this is W3XXX/m FB OM, OK on 
everything. We have a couple of breakers, breakers go ahead -- who me? 
S-s-slurp----I didn't break but I'm here-HeeHaw, HeeHaw ---I'm here too --- 
Baa-a~-a---OM I'm just pulling into the drive, you go ahead and pick up the break- 
ers, K3XXX from W3XXX/m, so long. - acetone tes 

You've heard this on the frequency-sorry, you say you didn't?-very sorry, 
then I guess you weren't monitoring--or was it you transmitting ? 

Every time a carrier goes on, many squelches are opened. The monitors are 
on waiting for a carrier upon which is superimposed the audible communication. 
Communication that includes the identifying call letters, remarks properly 
directed and intelligently spoken. 

Let's look at what happens. The squelch breaks in many homes and the speaker 
blares forth with this disrespect for others, their families, the disregard for 
FCC Regulations, all to the embarassment of the Phil- Monter--and to encourage 
the one thing he dislikes so much to do; that is turn down the volume completely, 
or turn off the AC. And as we call an old friend on the channel--no answer--he 
used to monitor! 

Now I know you have an amateur license that allows you to communicate with 
any other amateur on any frequency. The regulations also define the communica- 
tions are to be between amateur stations, (not a broadcast to many monitors) and 
require proper identification and the use of plain language (the language often will 
hardly qualify as "hog-latin" and call letters?) 

This brings us to the point where a few pertinent questions seem to be in order 
with a few Phil-Mont suggestions. 

1. Are you an Amateur? 

You say yes? Do you show good citizenship, the self-discipline of and 
American, or are you a holder of an Amateur License abusing the pri- 
vileges as a citizen and an amateur? 

2. Are you a Phil- Monter ? 

You say you paid your dues. Then you are a member, but again I say, 
are you a PHIL-MONTER or do you just belong ?
